St. Louis, Mo, June 16—The resolutions committee of the 


Democratic convention, after almost 24 hours of deliberation, fin- 
ished its draft of a platform at eight o'clock today and authorized 
Senator Stone, its chairman, to present the document to the con- 
vention. 


The: committee began its final session at eleven o'clock last 


night and kept at work continuously until the draft was completed 
Few changes were made in the tentative platform as drawn by its' 
sub-committee of nine, but the night was spent in discussion of the 
phraseology of some of the more important planks, especially those 
on Americanism, Woman Suffragrage and Mexico. The commit- 
tees report follows:

Unbounded enthusiasm 
marked the session with a great demonstration lasting 
forty-five 


minutes when John W. Wescott, attorney general of New Jersey, 
mentioned the name of Woodrow Wilson. It was 11:52 p. m. when 
the president was declared the standard bearer for a second time. 
It took only four minutes to place Vice President Marshall's name 
before the convention and to renominate . him 
by 
acclamation. 


Whether superstition against naming the ticket on Friday had any- 
thing to do with the rush to put through the vice presidential nomi. 
nation is not known, but it was rushed. 


John W. Kern, who had prepared a long speech 
nominating 


Mr. Marshall, discarded it and in placing the Indiana man's name 
before the convention, simply said that in.the name of the great 
state of Indiana he nominated Thomas Eiley Marshall for vice 
president. There was a wild cheer from the Indiana delegates and 
others and in the din the rules were suspended and

James announced that the vice president had been renominated by 
acclamation.

In an opinion to IT. R. Allen, 


dork of Clay township, concern- 
in S the right of township officials 
lit install telephones in their resi- 
dences and charge tne same to the 
trustees of the township, Prose- 
outing Attorney Joseph T. Mick- 
lethwait says: 
''I have made a careful .-examin- 


ation of the sections of the Gen- 
eral Code relating to the 
offices 


of township treasure and town- 


ship trustees and find no authori- 
ty in any statute upon these sub- 
jfjRts, authorizing the trustees to 
expend the township funds 
for 


the installation of telephones in 
the homes of said 
officials. The 


trustees receive for their services 
a per diem and nothing more, 
v.-hilc the treasurer receives a per- 
centage ou the funds paid out, 
and no more." 


"There being no provision 


laws authorizing the installation 
of telephones and the payment ol! 
rent therefor in the residences of 
such officials, I am, therefore, .ol: 
the opinion that the payment ol* 
rent for such-purposes, would .be 
illegal.".

The casual ob- 
server deduces that the best work must be done in midwinter. 


Statistics here step in to give the casual observer a big'jolt. A 


Yale professor has gathered data for four years and finds that 
there is less work done in January than in any other month. July 
and August rank next. This professor made his 
observations in 


factories where the piece work system is used, and1 his conclusions 
should be fairly accurate estimate of human energy and capability. 
And he turns our calculations upside down by showing that the 
coldest,month in the year is the month in which the least work is 
done. ' 
* 


Of course it is true that cool weather stimulates the circulation 


and arouses nervous activity. Equally of course it is true 
that 


warmvweather has the effect of relaxing one's efforts. But extreme 
cold is as bad for work as it extreme heat. It exerts a depressing 
influence on the worker; his motions grow sluggish, just as 
they 


do in dog days. Then again, there is a relaxation after the Christ- 
mas rush—a reaction from the high speed of November and 
De- 


cember. 
, 


It is concluded that one begins to do his good work in Septem- 


•ber, gets snappier through October and November, rushes at 
top 


speed in December, and slumps all in a heap in January. Then he 
picks up bit by bit through the spring, hut slumps again in July. 
The best work is done when the temperature averages about 40 
degrees, and wliere daily changes of from ten to fifteen degrees are 
common occurrences. And it is furthermore discovered that every 
time a severe storm comes along, arid is followed by cooler weather, 
people's efficiency is increased. 


In the name of efficiency and accomplishment let us give thanks 


for our changeable weather 1
